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A History 


History  is  often  represented  by  the  Roman  god, 
Janus,  with  one  face  looking  toward  the  past  and  the 
other  toward  the  future.  History  is  not  factual  rep- 
resentation but  a distortion  through  perspective. 
Furthermore,  it  is  doubtful  whether  history  is  any- 
thing more  than  a predeterminer  of  circumstance 
and  alternatives.  We  should  be  forgiven  for  this 
intrusion  into  the  past  as  we  make  our  blundering 
way  through  it. 

Today  a proposed  art  school  can  cost  upwards  of 
$30  million.  In  January,  1873,  over  96  years  ago, 
Walter  Smith,  a renowned  Art  educator  spirited  a- 
way  from  Britain  by  the  Commonwealth,  asked  for 
$15,000  “to  rent  and  fix  up  premises  and  conduct 
normal  art  classes  to  be  free  to  every  teacher  of 
drawing  in  the  state  who  will  attend  them.”  This  was 
an  experiment  rationalized  as  “an  economic  action, 
practically  the  only  way  to  provide  the  teachers.” 
Smith  persuaded  the  state,  then  in  an  economic 
boom  due  largely  to  burgeoning  textile  and  shoe 
industries,  that  it  was  getting  something  for,  what 
was  then,  a relatively  nominal  sum,  providing  draw- 
ing instruction  with  the  ultimate  purpose  of  feeding 
industries  needs.  Mr.  Smith’s  portrait  is  now  en- 
shrined in  our  corridors.  In  November  1873  the 
doors  were  opened  at  33  Pemberton  Square,  Bos- 
ton, to  “86  ladies  and  47  gentlemen”  in  cramped, 
insufficiently  supphed  rooms  of  what  had  once 
been  a private  dwelling.  Despite  these  odds  the 
school  thrived,  even  then  turning  away  applicants 
and  receiving  high  recognition  from  Europe.  From 
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there  the  Massachusetts  Normal  Art  School  occupied 
a succession  of  buildings  on  School  Street,  the  Deacon 
House  on  Washington  Street  and  then  the  recently 
dismantled  pseudo-Romanesque  building  on  New- 
bury - at  Exeter  Street,  of  which  last  year  we  gal- 
lantly tried  to  save  the  main  portico.  The  curriculum 
was  still  dedicated  solely  to  the  purpose  of  teacher 
training  but  now  included  areas  of  electives  such  as 
decorative  arts,  modeling,  drawing  and  painting,  and 
composition. 

In  1912  the  courses  were  expanded  to  twelve  de- 
partments and  the  collegiate  terms  of  Freshman,  Soph- 
omore, Junior  and  Senior  were  adopted  along  with  a 
bit  of  charming  tradition: 

For  the  little  Freshman  GREEN,  for  his  springtime 
For  the  digging  Sophomore,  BROWN,  earth’s  hue 
For  the  hopeful  Junior,  GREY,  for  clouds  are  lifting 
For  the  ardent  Senior,  heaven’s  own  BLUE. 

Each  class  supposedly  has  its  respectively  colored 
smocks.  A student  association  following  shortly  after 
and  sporadic  pubhcation  of  a school  paper,  THE  CEN- 
TER OF  VISION,  since  then  changed  to  the  ART 
GUM,  since  then  changed  to  the  Intaglio y and  last  year 
entitled  This  Yearns  Paper. 

In  1924  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  program  leading 
to  the  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Education  degree, 
courses  in  Enghsh,  History,  Sociology,  and  Psychology 
were  added. 

The  star  of  MNAS  was  on  the  rise  and  many  crea- 
tive endeavors  ensued  such  as  a Pageant  of  Art  through 
the  Ages  which  played  to  packed  audiences  two  even- 
ings at  the  Copley  Theatre.  There  was  also  the  Alma 
Mater  written  by  Emma  (Asbrand)  Hopkins,  MNAS 
’89. 
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THE  NORMAL  ART  FOREVER 


Hail!  Hail!  Hail!  the  Normal  Art  Forever! 

Crowned  through  years  with  loyalty’s  endeavor, 

Cheer!  Cheer!  Cheer!  From  Thee  we  would  not 
sever!

In  1930  the  MNAS  moved  from  Newbury  Street 
to  what  was  at  its  occupation  a “functionally  designed 
and  equipped  building”  and  what  is  now  our  over- 
crowded home. 

During  the  war  years  and  after.  Mass  Art  rose  to 
the  call  of  her  country.  The  school  was  given  a Civil 
Defense  award  and  in  the  post-war  period  participated 
in  a veterans’  program. 

In  1950  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Fine  Arts  was 
awarded  to  graduates  of  the  painting  and  various  de- 
sign departments  and  was  followed  by  the  BFA  for 
Ceramics  Department  graduates  in  1954. 

In  1959  we  changed  our  name  through  an  act  of 
the  legislature  and  the  school  was  fully  accredited. 

These  past  two  years  have  been  ones  of  change  for 
the  school.  The  student  body  has  grown  more  con- 
temporary. Where  past  generations  have  put  one  big 
toe  into  the  future  to  see  if  it  was  agreeable,  we  dive 
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right  in.  Students  are  more  conscious  of  their  position 
in  determining  school  policy.  The  Student  Govern- 
ment Association  is  well  on  its  way  to  being  more 
than  a social  organization  and  more  like  a student 
government. 

In  1930  several  clubs  existed  such  as  Crafts,  Magic, 
Poetry,  Sketching,  and  Glee  Clubs,  a String  Ensemble, 
and  a Mascart  Theatre.  These  have  largely  died  away 
and  we  have  had  trouble  breathing  hfe  into  a news- 
paper. But,  this  is  due  not  to  apathy  but  to  chan- 
nelling all  our  efforts  into  the  Student  Government. 

For  the  first  time  in  almost  40  years  we  are  ex- 
panding our  territory  due  to  increased  enrollment. 
We  have  strong  promise  of  land  acquisition  in  Newton, 
Mass. 

We  are  now  setthng  from  a state  of  flux  with  a new 
President  chosen  with  student  and  faculty  participa- 
tion, and  other  changes,  more  than  have  occurred  in 
the  past  forty  years,  a new  student  constitution,  stu- 
dents having  an  opportunity  to  serve  on  various 
governing  committees  such  as  curriculum,  academic 
standards,  and  admissions  policy  committees. 

The  past  is  a bucket  of  ashes,  the  future  we  hold  in 
our  hands. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


ACCREDITATION 

Massachusetts  College  of  Art  is  accredited  by  the 
New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools.  It  is  a charter  member  of  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  Schools  of  Design  and  a member  of  the 
American  Council  of  Education. 

DRESS  AND  APPEARANCE 

Dress  will  always  be  appropriate  for  the  nature  of 
class  or  activity  or  college-sponsored  function. 

EXHIBITION  AND  OPEN  HOUSE 

During  the  academic  year,  exhibitions  of  student 
and  professional  work  are  shown  at  the  college.  The 
end  of  the  academic  year  is  marked  by  a special  show- 
ing of  the  work  of  the  entire  student  body,  to  which 
the  public  is  invited. 

LOSS  OR  DAMAGE  TO  PROPERTY 

The  College  assumes  no  responsibihty  for  any 
loss  or  damage  to  the  property  of  the  students. 

CANCELLATION  OF  CLASSES 

When  inclement  weather  makes  the  closing  of  the 
College  necessary,  announcements  to  that  effect  are 
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made  over  stations  WHDH,  WRKO,  WBZ  and  WEEI 
at  7:00  a.m.  or  shortly  thereafter. 

REFUNDS 

If  a student  withdraws  from  the  College,  tuition  is 
refundable  as  follows:  100%  within  the  first  two 
weeks  of  the  semester  except  the  registration  fee  re- 
quired of  new  students;  60%  during  the  third  through 
sixth  week;  after  the  sixth  week  of  classes,  no  refund 
is  allowed. 

RULES  CONCERNING  ALCOHOLIC  BEVERAGES 

All  students,  regardless  of  age,  are  not  permitted 
the  use  or  possession  of  alcoholic  beverages  on  Col- 
lege property  or  at  any  College  sponsored  function. 

SMOKING 

Because  of  State  safety  regulations  smoking  can 
only  be  permitted  in  certain  areas  of  the  building. 
These  areas  are  the  cafeteria,  offices  and,  with  the 
exphcit  permission  of  the  class  instructor,  in  class- 
rooms. 

Smoking  is  not  permitted  in  studios,  the  auditori- 
um and  corridor  areas  of  the  building. 

VISITORS 

The  College  welcomes  visitors  at  all  times.  Those 
seeking  meetings  with  administrative  officials  or  fac- 
ulty members  should  arrange  appointments  by  calling 
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or  writing.  Visitors  to  classrooms  should  gain  the 
permission  of  the  faculty  member  involved. 

ATTENDANCE 

While  attendance  is  officially  taken  to  satisfy  State 
Law,  attendance  policies  are  at  the  discretion  of  the 
individual  class  instructor.  Students  are  urged  to  pro- 
vide written  explanation  for  lengthy  absences  and 
forms  are  available  in  the  office  of  the  Academic 
Dean. 

ACADEMIC  DEFICIENCIES 

Students  must  accept  full  responsibility  in  clearing 
deficiencies  within  the  prescribed  time  under  the  guid- 
ance of  the  Academic  Dean  and  the  class  instructor 
concerned.  Incomplete  grades  must  be  made  up  with- 
in eight  weeks  after  the  opening  of  the  following 
semester.  Make-up  courses  must  be  approved  by  the 
Academic  Dean  prior  to  enrollment. 

TEMPORARY  RESIDENCE 

Any  student  under  the  age  of  21  hving  away  from 
home  must  submit  to  the  Dean  of  Students’  office 
within  two  weeks  of  the  opening  of  College  a letter 
of  approval  signed  by  the  parent  or  guardian.  Notice 
of  further  changes  in  address  during  the  school  year 
should  be  submitted  shortly  after  the  change  with 
appropriate  parental  approval. 
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LOCKERS 


The  College  will  not  be  responsible  for  the  loss  of 
clothing  or  other  valuables.  Students  are  urged  to 
label  or  identify  personal  property. 

PARKING 

Persons  assigned  to  hard  top,  reserved  places  in  the 
parking  lot  must  procure  a $5.00  official  sticker  at  the 
College  store.  Those  not  assigned  may  park  on  the 
grass  strips  provided  there  remains  access  in  and  out. 
Cars  blocking  access  or  parking  illegally  will  be  given 
a ticket.  The  current  City  of  Boston  fine  is  $10.00. 

TELEPHONE  CALLS 

Pay  phones  are  located  on  B floor  North  and  C 
floor  South.  Messages  incoming  through  the  college 
switchboard  will  be  taken  for  individual  students  in 
emergencies  only. 

BULLETIN  BOARDS 

Bulletin  Boards  are  located  on  the  fourth  floor 
opposite  the  cafeteria.  Official  notices  to  students 
will  be  placed  on  these  boards. 

ELEVATOR 

Students  are  not  permitted  to  use  the  elevator  at 
any  time  without  permission. 
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FIRE  DRILL  AND  CIVIL  DEFENSE  SIGNALS 


Students  should  become  familiar  with  information 
concerning  Fire  Drill  and  Civil  Defense  Signals  posted 
in  each  room. 

BUILDING  AND  GROUNDS 

The  cooperation  of  every  student  is  requested  in 
the  maintenance  of  the  building  and  grounds.  Stu- 
dents are  asked  to  dispose  of  discarded  material  in  the 
receptacles  placed  throughout  the  building  for  this 
purpose. 

Students  are  urged  to  maintain  the  facilities  and 
equipment  of  the  college  with  care. 
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STUDENT  SERVICES 


MAIL  BOXES 

Every  full-time  student  at  the  college  has  a mailbox 
located  on  the  fourth  floor  (D  floor).  Student  infor- 
mation will  be  placed  in  these  boxes.  Emergency 
notices  will  be  delivered  personally  to  students. 

CAFETERIA 

The  College  Cafeteria  is  operated  for  the  con- 
venience of  the  students.  It  is  open  from  8:30  to 
4:00  on  each  school  day.  The  large  number  serviced 
by  this  facility  necessitates  a high  degree  of  coopera- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  students  in  cleaning  their 
tables  in  order  to  maintain  the  prevailing  price  of 
food  as  well  as  standards  of  cleanliness. 

CAMPUS  POLICE 

Mr.  David  Wilcox  and  Mr.  Jim  Chiavetli  have  been 
appointed  Special  Police  Officers  with  appropriate 
authority  upon  lands  used  or  owned  by  the  college. 

FINANCIAL  AID  PROGRAMS 

At  the  Massachusetts  College  of  Art  there  are  sev- 
eral programs  available  to  help  students  meet  their 
financial  needs: 

National  Defense  Student  Loan  Program:  To  help 
meet  expense,  students  may  apply  for  N.D.S.L. 
Money  borrowed  is  repaid  after  graduation  at  3%  in- 
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terest  with  special  loan  cancellation  of  10%  per  year 
for  five  years  should  the  graduate  become  a teacher. 
Freshmen  should  not  apply  until  after  they  register. 

Educational  Opportunity  Grant  Program:  For 
students  with  severe  financial  need,  the  College  has 
available  the  Educational  Opportunity  Grant  Program 
under  which  a student  may  receive  a grant  ranging 
from  $200  to  $800.  Those  making  application  for 
admission  to  the  college  may  apply  for  a grant  prior 
to  registration. 

Work-Study  Program.  A third  Federal  Program 
available  to  students  at  the  college  provides  part-time 
employment  at  the  College.  In  this  way,  students  may 
earn  in  the  vicinity  of  $25  per  week  to  help  meet  their 
costs.  Freshmen  are  advised  not  to  participate  during 
their  first  semester. 

Two  other  programs  of  which  students  should  be 
aware  include  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  Schol- 
arship Program  and  the  Higher  Education  Loan  Pro- 
gram. 

Board  of  Higher  Education  Scholarships.  These 
scholarships  are  intended  for  needy  and  academically 
worthy  full-time  students  attending  regionally  accred- 
ited institutions.  Applications  should  be  obtained  by 
Freshmen  from  their  high  school  guidance  office. 
Applications  can  be  obtained  by  upper-classmen  at 
the  College  and  must  be  filed  by  early  May  each 
year.  Scholarships  are  awarded  in  the  summer  and 
are  paid  directly  to  the  institution  where  the  students 
are  enrolled. 

Higher  Education  Loan  Program.  This  program  is 
administered  directly  by  local  banks  throughout  the 
Commonwealth.  Up  to  $1,000  per  year  may  be 
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borrowed  with  repayment  of  the  principle  beginning 
after  graduation  at  3%  interest  to  be  paid  by  the  stu- 
dent. Inquiry  about  the  Higher  Education  Loan  Pro- 
gram should  be  directed  to  the  student’s  local  bank. 

Questions  regarding  these  programs  may  be  di- 
rected to  Dean  McGavem  at  the  Massachusetts  College 
of  Art. 

HEALTH  SERVICES 

The  Office  of  the  nurse  is  located  on  the  library 
level  of  the  Longwood  building  above  the  fourth  floor. 

Because  of  the  location  of  the  College,  medical 
attention  is  readily  attainable  at  the  Beth  Israel  or  one 
of  the  other  hospitals  surrounding  the  College  should 
a serious  need  develop. 

IDENTIFICATION  CARDS  AND  FEES 

I.D.  cards  are  used  for  the  purpose  of  identification 
in  the  library  and  at  many  of  the  College  functions.  It 
should  be  carried  at  all  times.  Loss  should  be  reported 
immediately  to  the  Dean  of  Students.  Replacement 
charge  is  $1.50.  Loaning  this  card  to  anyone  subjects 
the  holder  to  disciplinary  action. 

I.D.  cards  become  void  upon  termination  or  inter- 
ruption of  enrollment  and  should  be  returned  to  the 
Academic  Dean. 

A mandatory  $5  breakage  fee  is  required  of  all  stu- 
dents. This  fee  is  paid  only  once  during  the  student’s 
stay  at  the  College. 
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INSURANCE 


The  students  at  the  College  are  offered  an  Acci- 
dent and  Sickness  Insurance  Program  including  a Ma- 
jor Medical  Expense  benefit.  Each  student  received  a 
flyer  before  the  opening  of  school  along  with  an  appli- 
cation. 

In  addition  to  the  voluntary  insurance  program, 
each  student  is  required  to  purchase  an  $8  accident 
pohcy  which  will  cover  the  student  for  one  college 
year. 

LIBRARY 

The  hbrary  which  is  located  on  the  fourth  floor  of 
the  Longwood  building  is  open  for  service  Monday 
thru  Friday  during  the  entire  calender  year.  Hours  of 
service  are  posted  in  the  library. 

The  collection  consists  of  books,  periodicals, 
slides,  recording  tapes  and  pictures.  The  Library  will 
welcome  suggestions  for  purchases  from  students  and 
hopes  that  all  will  take  an  active  part  in  building  the 
collection. 

All  books  circulate  for  two  weeks  except  a small 
number  which  are  restricted  to  room  use.  A book 
may  be  renewed  indefinitely  until  needed  by  some- 
one. Reserve  books,  i.e.  those  requested  by  faculty 
for  class  assignments,  circulate  overnight  from  2:00 
P.M.  to  9:00  A.M.  the  next  day  and  over  the  week- 
end. 

In  order  to  meet  the  library  needs  of  all  mem- 
bers of  the  College  Community,  the  prompt  return 
of  materials  when  due  will  benefit  everyone. 
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MILITARY  SERVICE 


The  Academic  Dean  will  answer  questions  per- 
taining to  military  service.  Male  students  are  reminded 
that  they  must  register  with  their  draft  boards  upon 
reaching  the  age  of  18.  When  a student  receives  his 
selective  service  number,  he  should  report  it  to  the 
office  of  the  Academic  Dean  so  that  papers  for  stu- 
dent deferment  may  be  submitted.  After  the  Aca- 
demic Dean  receives  the  student’s  SSN,  all  forms  for 
student  deferment  will  be  taken  care  of  automatically 
until  such  time  as  a student  withdraws  or  graduates.

SCHOOL  STORE 

Art  School  Associates,  with  stores  at  the  Long- 
wood  Building  and  at  the  Annex,  is  established  for  the 
benefit  of  the  students.  Being  a non-profit  organiza- 
tion, it  directs  sales  revenues  toward  scholarship  funds 
and  college  projects.  Throughout  the  school  year  stu- 
dents will  be  able  to  purchase  supplies  at  discount 
prices  from  8:00  a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.  weekdays.

The  objectives  of  the  association  are  to  promote 
and  maintain  an  interest  in  art  and  art  education,  to 
form  a closer  professional  bond  among  the  members, 
and  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  education  as  a public 
service.  Membership  is  open  to  all  students  with  a 
desire  to  understand  the  field  of  education  while  main- 
taining their  identity  with  the  contemporary  art 
world.

The  Constitution  Committee  of  the  Student  Gov- 
ernment Association  has  drawn  up  the  following  new 
Constitution  restating  the  purpose  and  the  functions 
of  this  organization.  It  will  be  put  before  the  student 
body  for  a vote  early  this  year.  All  students  are  en- 
couraged to  read  it  carefully  and  to  evaluate  the  possi- 
ble effectiveness  of  this  new  Constitution. 

The  proposed  Constitution  of  the  Student  Govern- 
ment Association  is  as  follows: 

STUDENT  GOVERNMENT  ASSOCIATION 
CONSTITUTION 


PREAMBLE 

We,  the  students  of  Massachusetts  College  of  Art, 
do  hereby  organize  and  establish  a democratic  form 
of  student  self-government  that  will  serve  as  a respon- 
sible authority  in  student  affairs,  that  will  inspire  stu- 
dent activities  for  the  best  interests  of  the  students 
and  of  the  College,  and  will  provide  optimal  utilization 
of  College  academic  resources. 

ARTICLE  I - NAME 

The  student  community  at  Massachusetts  College 
of  Art  shall  be  known  as  the  Massachusetts  College  of 
Art  Student  Government  Association. 
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ARTICLE  II  - MEMBERSHIP 


All  regularly  matriculated  undergraduate  students 
currently  in  attendance  are  members  of  the  Massachu- 
setts College  of  Art  Student  Government  Association. 

ARTICLE  III  - PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  Student  Government  Associa- 
tion shall  be: 

1.  To  develop  among  the  students  a sense  of  per- 
sonal responsibility  for  their  own  conduct  and  for  the 
welfare  of  the  College. 

2.  To  develop  and  maintain  among  the  students 
a sense  of  communal  responsibility  for  their  own  self- 
government. 

3.  To  foster  observance  of  the  shared  goals  and 
ideals  of  the  College  community  and  to  work  for  max- 
imum cooperation  within  the  College  community  in 
Campus  Affairs. 

4.  To  supervise  student  activities  and  to  assist 
them  to  maximum  effectiveness  within  the  limits  of 
this  Constitution. 

5.  To  provide  for  a Student  Council  based  on  the 
principles  of  democratic  representation. 

6.  To  provide  for  Boards  of  Review  which  shall 
exercise  judicial  authority  among  students  of  the 
College  community. 

7.  To  protect  the  rights  of  the  Student  Govern- 
ment Association  and  its  members. 
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ARTICLE  IV  ~ STUDENT  RIGHTS 


The  Student  Government  Association  and  its  rep- 
resentative body,  the  Student  Council  shall  do  all 
within  their  powers  to  protect  the  following  rights  of 
all  the  students  of  Massachusetts  College  of  Art: 

SECTION  1.  It  is  the  right  of  students  to  partici- 
pate in  the  regulation  of  their  own  affairs  as  respons- 
ible citizens  of  the  College  community  and  to  share 
in  the  formation  of  the  character  of  that  community. 

SECTION  2.  It  is  the  right  of  students  to  organ- 
ize clubs  and  associations  for  all  purposes  except  as 
restricted  by  the  Constitution. 

SECTION  3.  It  is  the  right  of  student  organiza- 
tions, the  Student  Government  Association,  or  the 
Student  Council,  to  invite  speakers  of  their  choice 
to  address  them  upon  any  subject. 

SECTION  4.  It  is  the  right  of  any  group  of  stu- 
dents to  establish  and  issue  student-directed  pubh- 
cations  free  of  censorship.  Student  editors  shall  be 
responsible  for  their  publications. 

SECTION  5.  It  is  the  right  of  every  student  to 
discover,  learn,  conduct  research,  publish,  discuss, 
exhibit,  and  exchange  findings  and  opinions  indi- 
vidually or  in  association. 

SECTION  6.  It  is  the  right  of  every  student  to 
exercise  his  full  rights  as  a citizen  afforded  to  him 
by  laws  of  the  United  States  of  America  and  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  without  impairing 
his  standing  with  any  committee  of  the  faculty  or 
administration  provided  that  he  does  not  claim  to 
represent  the  College  or  the  Student  Body. 
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SECTION  7.  It  is  the  right  of  every  student  to 
be  informed  of  the  charges  against  him  and  to  have 
an  adequate  opportunity  to  defend  himself  before 
being  subjected  to  disciplinary  action. 

SECTION  8.  It  is  the  right  of  every  student  to 
submit  petitions  to  Administration  or  Faculty  Com- 
mittees on  any  subject. 

ARTICLE  V - MEETINGS 

SECTION  1.  The  Student  Government  Asso- 
ciation shall  be  called  into  assembly  by  the  Pres- 
ident, upon  the  initiative  of  the  Student  Council, 
or  upon  receipt  by  the  President  of  a petition  con- 
taining the  signatures  of  at  least  10%  of  the  Student 
Government  Association  membership.  After  the 
official  presentation  of  a legal  petition,  the  President 
shall  call  an  assembly  within  ten  (10)  school  days. 

SECTION  2.  The  Student  Government  Assoc- 
ciation  shall  meet  in  Assembly  at  least  twice  during 
the  academic  year  to  hear  the  Report  of  the  President 
and  to  discuss  business  of  the  Student  Government 
Association. 

ARTICLE  VI  - EXECUTIVE 

SECTION  1.  Executive  Officers 

a.  The  executive  officers  of  the  Massachusetts  Col- 
lege of  Art  Student  Government  Association 
shall  be  President,  a Vice-President,  a Secretary, 
and  a Treasurer. 

b.  The  President  shall  call  and  preside  over  meet- 
ings of  the  Student  Government  Association 
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Assembly  and  the  Student  Council.  He  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  such  temporary  com- 
mittees as  he  may  deem  necessary.  He  shall  be 
an  ex-officio  member  of  all  committees  and 
boards,  except  the  Boards  of  Review.  He  shall 
participate  in  Student  Government  Association 
referenda.  He  shall  present  semi-annual  reports 
of  the  activities  of  the  Student  Government 
Association  to  its  members.  He  shall  sign  all 
contracts  and  obligations  recommended  by  the 
Student  Council. 

c.  The  Vice-President  shall  exercise  the  powers 
of  the  President  in  the  absence  of,  or  in  the 
event  of  the  resignation  of  the  President.  He 
shall  act  as  ex-offlcio  member  of  all  temporary 
committees,  shall  be  chairman  of  the  hand 
book  committee  and  shall  coordinate  all  club 
activities. 

d.  The  Secretary  shall  record,  keep,  and  post 
minutes  of  every  Student  Council  and  Student 
Council  and  Student  Government  Association 
meeting  and  shall  take  charge  of  posting  all 
Student  Government  Association  and  Council 
notices;  he  shall  be  responsible  for  all  Student 
Government  Association  correspondence. 

e.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  all  funds  of 
the  Student  Government  Association.  He  shall 
submit  to  the  Council  a financial  statement  of 
all  monies  of  the  Student  Government  Asso- 
ciation at  the  end  of  each  semester.  An  accu- 
rate account  must  be  kept  in  readiness  at  all 
times  for  an  inspection  by  the  College  Auditor. 
The  account  shall  be  audited  annually.  He  shall 
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be  chairman  of  the  budget  committee.  He  shall 
pay  all  obhgations  recommended  or  approved 
by  Student  Council.  All  checks  and  with- 
drawals will  have  the  signature  of  the  Secretary 
and  the  President  of  the  College  or  his  desig- 
nee. 

SECTION  2.  Elections  of  Executive  Officers 

a.  The  Executive  Officers  of  the  Student  Govern- 
ment Association  must  be  members  of  the  Jun- 
ior, Sophomore  or  Freshman  classes  elected  to 
serve  in  their  Senior,  Junior  or  Sophomore 
years  respectively.  They  shall  be  chosen  by 
ballot  of  the  entire  Student  Government  Asso- 
ciation. 

b.  Nominations  for  President,  Vice-President,  Sec- 
retary, and  Treasurers  shall  be  made  by  the 
third  week  of  March.  Any  student  in  good 
standing  may  have  his  name  placed  in  nomina- 
tion according  to  procedures  set  up  by  the  elec- 
tion committee. 

c.  Elections  shall  be  held  by  the  last  week  of 
March.  All  voting  shall  be  by  secret  ballot. 
Ballot  boxes  shall  remain  locked  until  the 
closing  of  the  polls.  All  elections  shall  be  de- 
termined by  a plurality  vote.  All  ballots  shall 
be  held  for  two  months. 

d.  Election  appeals  shall  be  made  through  the 
Election  Committee  to  the  Student  Council 
within  two  weeks  after  the  contested  election. 
The  Student  Council  may  consider  the  evidence 
and  order  a recounting  of  the  ballots.  Final 
appeal  shall  be  made  to  the  Student  Board  of 
Review. 
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ARTICLE  VII  - LEGISLATIVE 


SECTION  1.  General  legislative  authority  resides 
in  the  Student  Government  Association. 

a.  It  shall  elect  the  Student  Council  and  the  exec- 
utive officers  of  the  Student  Government  Asso- 
ciation in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Student  Government  Association  Constitution. 

b.  It  shall  discuss  in  Assembly  and  subsequently 
approve  or  disapprove  by  referendum  a ye^ly 
budget  presented  to  it  by  the  Student  Council 
no  later  than  the  second  week  of  May.  The 
budget  shall  require  the  approval  of  a majority 
of  the  students  participating  in  the  referendum. 
1.  Initial  approval  to  a proposed  budget  by  the 

incoming  officers  shall  be  voted  not  later 
than  the  second  week  of  May  prior  to  their 
term  of  office. 

c.  It  must  approve  of  all  new  dues  upon  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Student  Government  Association. 
The  levying  of  new  dues  shall  require  the  affir- 
mative vote  of  a majority  of  the  students  part 
ticipating  in  the  referendum. 

d.  It  shall  discuss  in  Assembly,  and  subsequently 
approve  or  disapprove  by  referendum  any 
proposals  placed  upon  the  Assembly’s  agenda 
by  the  Student  Council.  All  proposals  shall 
require  the  approval  of  a majority  of  the  stu- 
dents participating  in  the  referendum,  except  in 
the  case  of  Constitutional  amendments,  and  the 
removal  of  officers. 

SECTION  2.  The  Student  Council  shall  be  com- 
posed of  the  following  members: 
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a.  The  Executive  Officers 

b.  One  (1)  member  elected  from  each  Senior  divi- 
sion. 

c.  One  (1)  member  elected  from  each  Junior  divi- 
sion. 

d.  One  (1)  member  elected  from  each  Sophomore 
division. 

e.  One  (1)  member  elected  from  each  Freshmen 
division. 

f.  The  presidents  of  the  Freshman,  Sophomore, 
Junior  and  Senior  Classes. 

SECTION  3.  Election  of  Student  Council 

a.  All  Student  Council  members  shall  be  chosen 
by  ballot  of  their  respective  divisions. 

b.  Nominations  for  Council  members  will  be  made 
at  an  election  to  be  held  not  later  than  two 
weeks  after  first  semester  commencement. 

c.  The  Student  Council  and  Executive  Officers 
assume  duties  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Stu- 
dent Council  following  completion  of  the  Stu- 
dent Council  elections  and  not  later  than  one 
week  after  these  elections  except  under  extra- 
ordinary circumstances  subject  to  appeal  to  the 
Student  Board  of  Review. 

d.  All  voting  shall  be  by  secret  ballot.  All  elec- 
tions shall  be  determined  by  a plurality  vote. 
All  ballots  shall  be  held  for  two  months. 

SECTION  4.  The  Student  Council  shall  meet  at 
least  once  a month.  It  may  be  called  into  special  ses- 
sion at  the  discretion  of  the  President  or  by  petition 
of  four  members  of  the  Student  Council.  50%  plus 
one  (1)  shall  constitute  a quorum,  all  members  having 
been  informed. 
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SECTION  5.  The  legislative  powers  and  functions 
of  the  Student  Council  shall  include  the  following: 

a.  It  may  legislate  rules  to  regulate  the  life  of  the 
student  community  within  the  framework  of 
the  laws  of  the  nation  and  not  inconsistant 
with  the  Constitution  or  in  conflict  with  Col- 
lege regulations. 

b.  It  shall  solicit  the  opinions  of  students  in  re- 
gard to  programs  and  pohcies  of  the  Student 
Government  Association. 

c.  It  shall  take  all  necessary  measures  to  initiate, 
stimulate,  and  coordinate  student  extra-curric- 
ular activities;  it  shall  take  cognizance  of  all 
public  functions  involving  the  expenditures  of 
funds  by  members  of  the  student  community; 
it  shall  set  the  framework  for  the  use  of  all 
Student  Government  Association  funds  so  that 
no  club  or  body  administering  said  funds  in 
any  activity  may  impose  any  restriction  limit- 
ing the  full  participation  of  any  member  of  the 
Student  Government  Association  in  said  activ- 
ities; however,  it  shall  never  use  any  of  its 
power  except  as  defined  by  this  Constitution 
to  dictate  the  purposes  or  policies  of  any  club 
to  establish  conformity  of  opinion  or  program. 

d.  It  shall  draft  a yearly  budget  of  anticipated  re- 
ceipts and  proposed  expenditures  of  monies  of 
the  Student  Government  Association  for  the 
following  year  and  submit  said  budget  for  the 
approval  of  the  Student  Government  Associa- 
tion not  later  than  three  (3)  weeks  after  the 
commencement  of  the  first  semester. 

e.  It  shall  consider  matters  of  dues  and  make  rec- 
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ommendations  to  the  Student  Government 
Association. 

f.  It  shall  be  the  official  representative  of  the  Stu- 
dent Government  Association  and  shall  be  em- 
powered to  negotiate  and  conclude  contracts 
on  behalf  of  the  Student  Government  Associa- 
tion. 

SECTION  6.  The  Student  Council  shall  have  the 
power  to  implement  decisions  made  under  its  author- 
ity and  shall  also  serve  as  executive  of  Student  Gov- 
ernment Association  decisions.  It  may  appoint  com- 
mittees and  delegate  to  these  committees  their  func- 
tions. 

a.  The  Chairman  of  each  committee  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  President  and  approved  by  the 
Student  Council. 

b.  The  Student  Council  may  appoint  new  com- 
mittees whenever  necessary.  The  committee 
shall  study,  plan,  and  submit  their  recom- 
mendations to  the  Student  Council.  The  com- 
mittees shall  carry  out  their  functions  with  the 
approval  of  the  Student  Council. 

c.  The  procedures  and  rules  governing  the  opera- 
tion of  each  committee  shall  be  determined  by 
the  Chairman  in  consultation  with  the  mem- 
bers of  that  committee.  The  Student  Council 
reserves  the  right  to  review  the  rules,  proce- 
dures, and  membership  of  any  committee. 

ARTICLE  VIII  - ADVISERS 

The  Student  Government  Association  shall  have 
Faculty  Advisors  as  follows; 
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1.  Two  advisors  to  be  elected  by  the  student 

body  for  a two  year  term. 

For  the  first  election  one  advisor  shall  be  elected  to  a 
one  year  term  so  that  every  year  thereafter  one  ad- 
visor shall  have  a year  of  experience  with  the  Student 
Council. 

2.  Duties  of  the  Faculty  Advisors 

a.  To  attend  Council  meetings 

b.  To  attend  functions  sponsored  by  all  facets 
of  the  Student  Government  Association. 

c.  To  insure  proper  liaison  with  faculty  and 
administration. 

ARTICLE  IX- JUDICIAL 

SECTION  1.  The  judicial  authority  of  the  Mass- 
achusetts College  of  Art  Student  Government  Associa- 
tion shall  be  exercised  by  the  Student  Board  of  Re- 
view and  the  Student-Faculty  Board  of  Review.  The 
primary  purpose  of  the  Student  Board  of  Review  shall 
be  to  secure  rights  for  students  and  to  provide  mem- 
bers of  the  Student  Government  Association  with  an 
adequate  and  equitable  form  of  judicial  procedure  in 
non-academic  affairs.  The  primary  purpose  of  the 
Student-Faculty  Board  of  Review  shall  be  to  provide 
members  of  the  Student  Government  Association 
with  an  adequate  and  equitable  form  of  judicial  pro- 
cedure in  academic  affairs. 

SECTION  2.  The  following  procedural  guidelines 
are  established  for  the  direction  of  all  judiciary  bodies 
at  Massachusetts  College  of  Art: 

a.  Procedural  Guidehnes  Prior  to  Hearing. 

1.  The  student  shall  be  notified  by  the  appro- 
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priate  administrative  official  that  he  is 
accused  of  violating  a regulation. 

2.  The  student  shall  be  notified  that  he  may 
elect  one  of  two  courses  of  action:  (a)  The 
student  may  request  in  writing  that  the  ap- 
propriate administrative  official  take  appro- 
priate action.  Should  the  student  elect  this 
course  he  is  entitled  to  appeal  the  decisions 
of  the  administrative  official  to  the  appro- 
priate judicial  body,  (b)  The  student  may 
request  a hearing  before  the  appropriate 
judicial  body. 

3.  At  least  ten  working  days  prior  to  the  hear- 
ing the  student  shall  be  entitled  to  the  fol- 
lowing: (a)  Written  notification  of  the  time 
and  place  of  the  hearing,  (b)  A written 
statement  of  charges  of  sufficient  particu- 
larity to  enable  the  student  to  prepare  a de- 
fense. (c)  Written  notification  of  the  wit- 
nesses against  him,  with  the  exception  of 
those  that  might  develop  during  the  course 
of  the  hearing;  or,  if  there  are  no  such  wit- 
nesses, written  notification  of  how  the 
alleged  violation  came  to  the  attention  of 
the  administrative  official. 

b.  Procedural  Guidelines  during  the  hearing. 

1.  Procedure  during  the  course  of  the  hearing 
shall  be  handled  by  the  chairman  of  the 
hearing  body. 

2.  The  student  shall  be  entitled  to  appear  in 
person  and  to  present  his  defense  to  the 
judicial  body  and  may  call  witnesses  in  his 
behalf.  The  student  may  wish  to  elect 
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not  to  appear  before  the  judicial  body. 
Should  he  elect  not  to  appear,  the  hearing 
shall  be  held  in  his  absence.  The  failure 
of  the  student  to  appear  shall  not  be  taken 
as  indicative  of  guilt  and  must  be  noted 
without  prejudice. 

3.  The  student  shall  be  entitled  to  be  accom- 
panied by  any  counsel  of  his  choice.  Such 
counsel  may  or  may  not  be  connected  with 
the  College,  adult  or  minor. 

4.  The  student  or  his  counsel  must  have  the 
right  to  confront  adverse  witnesses  and 
examine  the  evidence. 

5.  The  student  or  his  counsel  must  be  per- 
mitted to  forward  his  own  witnesses  and 
the  college  administration  should  employ 
its  powers,  insofar  as  it  can,  to  make  those 
witnesses  available. 

6.  The  student  shall  be  entitled  to  refuse  to 
answer  questions. 

7.  Questioning  and  discussion  during  the  hear- 
ing must  be  relevant  to  the  probability  and 
nature  of  the  specific  violation. 

8.  The  student  is  entitled  to  an  expeditious 
hearing. 

9.  The  student  shall  not  be  held  responsible 
as  a member  of  a group  for  the  actions 
of  other  members  of  the  group. 

10.  No  judgement  of  the  student’s  moral  char- 
acter shall  be  made  in  charges  brought  be 
fore  the  judicial  body  or  in  questioning  dur- 
ing the  hearing.  Nor  shall  his  actions  pre- 
vious to  the  offense  be  considered  relevant 
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except  as  indicating  repeated  offenses, 
c.  Procedural  Guidelines  in  Rendering  Judgement 

1.  The  judgement  shall  be  assessed  in  no  more 
than  forty-eight  hours  after  the  proceedings 
close. 

2.  The  student  shall  be  entitled  to  an  explana- 
tion of  the  reasons  for  any  decision  ren- 
dered against  him. 

3.  The  student  shall  be  notified  of  his  right  to 
appeal  the  decision  of  the  lower  judicial 
body.  Should  the  student  appeal,  any  ac- 
tion assessed  by  the  lower  judicial  body 
shall  be  held  in  suspension  until  acted  upon 
by  the  higher  body. 

4.  The  judgement  should  be  based  upon  the 
evidence  presented  at  the  hearing. 

5.  A written  record  of  the  proceeding  must  be 
made  available  to  the  student. 

6.  A written  record  of  the  decision  of  the  ap- 
pellate body  with  reasons  appended  must 
be  made  available  to  the  student. 

7.  Penalties  for  the  same  offense  shall  not  be 
increased  during  any  one  academic  year. 

8.  Names  of  the  students  involved  in  disci- 
phnary  action  shall  not  be  publicized;  the 
judicial  bodies  shall  only  publicize  points 
of  regulation  and  cases  decided. 

SECTION  3.  The  above  guidehnes  shall  be  im- 
plemented by  the  following  judicial  bodies: 
a.  The  Student  Board  of  Review 

1.  The  Student  Board  of  Review  shall  con- 
sist of  five  jurors  appointed  whenever  nec- 
essary by  the  Student  Council  who  will 
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choose  a chairman  and  a secretary  from 

their  number. 

2.  The  original  jurisdiction  of  the  Student 

Board  of  Review  shall  be  as  follows: 

a.  Students  with  complaints  of  unjust 
treatment  against  fellow  students,  the 
student  government  or  any  of  its  organ- 
izations shall  have  recourse  to  the  Stu- 
dent Board  of  Review. 

b.  In  excercising  the  aforementioned  re- 
sponsibilities, the  Student  Board  of  Re- 
view shall  be  empowered  to  rule  on 
and  to  interpret  the  constitutionahty  of 
legislation,  decisions,  and  actions  of  the 
Student  Council  and/or  any  organiza- 
tions of  the  Student  Government  Asso- 
ciation. The  Student  Board  of  Review 
shall  be  empowered  to  require  officers 
in  the  Student  government  to  perform 
their  constitutional  duties. 

c.  The  Student  Board  of  Review  shall  be 
empowered  to  decide  contested  elec- 
tions. 

d.  The  Student  Board  of  Review  shall  have 
jurisdiction  over  offenses  against  its  au- 
thority; filing  of  fraudulent  charges, 
commission  of  perjury,  contempt  of  the 
Board,  and  failure  to  observe  its  sen- 
tences. 

e.  The  Student  Board  of  Review  shall  have 
jurisdiction  over  non-academic  College 
rules  and  regulations  that  affect  mem- 
bers of  the  Massachusetts  College  of 
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Art  Student  Government  Association, 
f.  The  Student  Board  of  Review  shall 
not  institute  or  suggest  Utigation. 

3.  The  procedure  to  be  followed  by  the  Stu- 
dent Board  of  Review  shall  be  as  follows: 

a.  All  complaints  under  the  original  juris- 
diction of  the  Student  Board  of  Review 
shall  be  issued  from  the  office  of  the 
Dean  of  Students. 

b.  Sessions  and  meetings  of  the  Student 
Board  of  Review  shall  be  held  when- 
ever necessary;  the  Student  Council  shall 
designate  times  and  places  for  these 
meetings  and  sessions. 

c.  Having  followed  pre-hearing  guidelines 
pertaining  to  the  student,  all  other 
parties  to  a case  shall  be  given  at  least  a 
three  days  advance  notice  except  when 
immediate  injunctions  are  necessary. 
Jurists  may  be  called  upon  a one  day  ad- 
vance notice. 

d.  Any  student  may  appeal  disciplinary 
action  taken  against  him  in  writing  to 
the  Student  Council;  the  action  shall 
be  suspended  pending  final  decision  by 
the  new  Student  Board  of  Review.  Ap- 
peals of  the  decision  of  the  new  Student 
Board  of  Review  may  be  heard  by  the 
Student-Faculty  Board  of  Review. 

b.  The  Student-Faculty  Board  of  Review 

1.  The  Student  Faculty  Board  of  Review 
shall  be  made  up  as  follows: 
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a.  Four  students  appointed  by  the  Student 
Council.  Initially  two  juniors  shall  be 
appointed  for  two  years  and  two  seniors 
for  one  year.  Subsequently,  two  juniors 
shall  be  appointed  each  year  and  shall 
serve  a two  year  period. 

b.  Four  members  of  the  faculty  selected 
by  the  Faculty  Council  who  shall  serve 
for  a period  of  two  years.  Initially,  two 
faculty  shall  be  appointed  for  two  years, 
and  two  for  one  year.  Subsequently, 
two  new  faculty  members  wiU  be  ap- 
pointed for  two  year  terms  every  two 
years. 

c.  The  Chairman  of  the  Student-Faculty 
Board  of  Review  shall  be  selected  by  the 
President  of  the  College. 

d.  The  members  of  the  Student  Faculty 
Board  of  Review  shall  elect  from  their 
number  a secretary  who  shall  serve  for 
one  year. 

2.  The  Student-Faculty  Board  of  Review  shall 

have  jurisdiction  in  the  following  areas: 

a.  Cases  involving  alleged  violation  of  regu- 
lation which  are  referred  to  the  Student- 
Faculty  Board  of  Review  by  the  Office 
of  the  President  of  the  College. 

b.  Cases  involving  the  recommendation  of 
an  instructor  and  a dean  for  action  other 
than,  or  in  addition  to,  a failing  grade  in 
a course  given  on  the  basis  of  a charge  of 
academic  dishonesty. 
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c.  Cases  involving  request  for  readmission 
from  suspension  for  non-academic  rea- 
sons after  a student  has  been  suspended 
or  denied  readmission  by  an  administra- 
tive officer. 

d.  The  Student-Faculty  Board  of  Review 
shall  consider  appeals  from  students  or 
student  groups  who  object  to  the  ruling 
of  a lower  judicial  body  or  who  have 
been  denied  a hearing;  or  from  students 
or  student  groups  who  are  appeahng 
administrative  decisions  of  a disciphnary 
nature. 

3.  The  procedural  guidelines  to  be  followed  by 
the  Student-Faculty  Board  of  Review  shall 
be  as  follows: 

a.  Sessions  and  meetings  of  the  Student- 
Faculty  Board  of  Review  shall  be  held 
whenever  necessary;  the  Chairman  shall 
designate  times  and  places  for  these 
meetings  and  sessions. 

b.  Having  followed  pre-hearing  guidelines 
pertaining  to  the  student  all  other  par- 
ties to  a case  shall  be  given  at  least 
three  days  advance  notice  except  the 
immediate  injunctions  are  necessary. 
Jurists  shall  be  given  at  least  a two  day 
advance  notice;  alternative  jurists  may 
be  called  upon  one  day  notice. 

c.  Appeals  of  Student-Faculty  Board  of 
Review  decisions  under  its  original  juris- 
diction shall  be  heard  by  an  Appellate 
Student-Faculty  Board  of  Review  con- 
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sisting  of  four  faculty  members  ap- 
pointed by  the  Faculty  Council  and 
four  students  appointed  by  the  Student 
Council. 

d.  Appeals  of  the  decision  of  the  Appellate 
Student-Faculty  Board  of  Review  shall 
be  heard  by  the  Massachusetts  State 
College  Board  of  Trustees. 

ARTICLE  X - VACANCIES 

Should  a member  of  the  Student  Council  or  other 
officer  of  the  Student  Government  Association,  other 
than  the  President  of  the  Student  Government  Asso- 
ciation, permanently  vacate  office  an  election  shall  be 
held  as  soon  as  possible  to  fill  that  office. 

ARTICLE  XI  - RESTRICTIONS  OF  OFFICERS 

SECTION  1.  There  shall  be  three  (3)  groups  of 
officers: 

(1) The  executive  officers  of  the  Student  Gov- 
ernment Association. 

(2)  Qass  Officers 

(3)  Editors  of  School  Pubhcations 

SECTION  2.  No  officer  so  named  in  Section  1 
shall  hold  another  office  named  in  Section  1. 

ARTICLE  XII  - REMOVAL  OF  OFFICERS 

SECTION  1.  Any  officer  of  the  Student  Gov- 
ernment Association  or  member  of  the  Student 
Council  may  be  removed  from  office  for  negligence 
of  duty.

SECTION  2.  An  order  to  remove  from  office 
any  of  the  aforementioned  officers  of  the  Student 
Government  Association  shall  require  a petition 
signed  by  at  least  one-third  of  the  constituancy  of 
that  particular  officer,  requesting  that  an  order  of 
impeachment  be  presented  to  the  Student  Govern- 
ment Association  for  action. 

SECTION  3.  Satisfied  that  the  petition  is  legiti- 
mate, Student  Council  shall  designate  a time  and 
place  for  the  presentation  of  the  case  before  the 
Student  Government  Association  and  make  official 
pubhcation  of  the  same  and  of  the  impeachment 
charges. 

SECTION  4.  A majority  vote  of  the  total  mem- 
bership of  the  Student  Government  Association  shall 
be  necessary  to  remove  an  executive  officer  or  mem- 
ber of  the  Student  Council  from  office. 

ARTICLE  Xlll-  PETITIONS  AND  REFERENDA 

SECTION  1.  Petitions  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Student  Council  for  the  consideration  of  proposals, 
the  calling  of  Student  Government  Association  meet- 
ings, and  the  removal  of  elected  officials  of  the  Stu- 
dent Association.  The  names  of  the  sponsoring  organ- 
izations, if  any,  shall  appear  on  each  page  of  the  peti- 
tions. All  signatures  shall  be  numbered. 

SECTION  2.  All  referenda  shall  be  conducted  by 
secret  ballot.  Ballot  boxes  shall  remain  closed  until 
the  closing  of  the  polls. 
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ARTICLE  XIV 


STUDENT  ACTIVITIES  FEE 


SECTION  1.  The  Student  Activities  fee  shall  be 
the  principle  mode  of  fund  raising  of  the  Massachu- 
setts College  of  Art  Student  Government  Association. 
The  amount  of  the  Student  Activities  F ee  shall  be  de- 
termined by  the  Student  Government  Association  in 
referendum. 

SECTION  2.  Student  Government  Association 
dues  are  payable  by  all  students  as  part  of  registration 
at  the  college.  Dues  shaU  be  pro-rated  by  semester. 

ARTICLE  XV  - ORGANIZATIONS  AND  CLUBS 

SECTION  1.  The  clubs  are  independent  organiza- 
tions of  students. 

SECTION  2.  All  clubs  shall  be  freely  open  on  the 
basis  of  either  competency  or  interest  to  members  of 
the  Student  Government  Association  who  have  paid 
the  Student  Activities  Fee  or  the  established  rate  of 
membership  for  said  clubs.  No  exclusive  secret  socie- 
ties shall  be  organized. 

SECTION  3.  Clubs  shall  be  chartered  by  Student 
Council.  No  club  shaU  have  its  charter  revoked  un- 
less it  is  deemed  by  the  Student  Council  to  have  acted 
contrary  to  its  charter  or  the  Massachusetts  College  of 
Art  Student  Government  Association  Constitution. 
Denial  or  revocation  of  charter  shall  be  accompanied 
by  an  appropriate  explanation. 

SECTION  4.  The  chartered  clubs  may  apply  to 
the  Student  Council  for  support,  financial  or  other- 
wise, for  their  programs  and  publications.  However, 
this  support  shall  not  affect  the  freedom  of  these 
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clubs  to  make  policy  and  plans  in  accordance  with 
their  own  charters  and  the  Massachusetts  College  of 
Art  Student  Government  Association  Constitution. 

SECTIONS.  Qub  Budgets 

a.  Student  Council  shall  allocate  funds  to  all  clubs 
in  the  first  semester  on  a regular  budget  basis. 
Additional  allocations  may  be  voted  by  the 
Student  Council  for  special  purposes  through- 
out the  year. 

b.  Contracts  for  the  first  semester  which  are  made 
by  the  clubs  prior  to  the  first  semester  will  be 
subject  to  the  permission  and  approval  of  the 
Student  Council. 

SECTION  6.  No  student  or  group  of  students 
should  be  refused  the  use  of  college  facilities  as  long 
as  they  conform  to  uniform  regulations  required  for 
the  scheduling  of  meeting  times  so  long  as  the  facili- 
ties are  used  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  re- 
served. 

ARTICLE  XVI  - PARLIAMENTARY  PROCEDURE 

The  rules  contained  in  Robertas  Rules  of  Order, 
Revised  shall  govern  the  Student  Government  Asso- 
ciation in  all  cases  to  which  they  are  apphcable  ex- 
cept where  they  are  inconsistent  with  the  Massachu- 
setts College  of  Art  Student  Government  Association 
Constitution  or  the  procedural  guidelines  adopted  by 
the  Student  Council  to  govern  its  day  to  day  opera- 
tion. Procedural  guidelines  shall  be  adopted  by  a two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  Student  Council.

ARTICLE  XVII  - AMENDMENTS 


SECTION  1.  Amendments  to  the  Massachusetts 
College  of  Art  Student  Government  Association  Con- 
stitution shall  be  discussed  in  assembly  and  sub- 
sequently approved  or  disproved  by  referendum. 
Such  amendments  shall  require  the  approval  of  at 
least  two-thirds  of  students  participating  in  the 
referendum. 

SECTION  2.  Approved  amendments  shall  be 
appended  to  the  Constitution  and  shall  not  be  sub- 
stituted in  the  text  of  the  Constitution.
